Recent surveys have revealed the as- 


tounding fact, that a bait of country, vary- 
ing from ten to one hundred miles wide, 
extends quite across the continent, from the 
Atlantic to the Pacific, which is so level 
that a railroad may be extended the wbole 
distance without traversing a mountain, 
range. 
The Pacific railroad may be ex- 


tended in an air line from Sacramento to 
San Diego, on this route, with as little dif- 
ficulty as on an open plain. This singular 
feature in the surface of the continent seems- 
to have been intended by nature for a Teat 
national thoroughfare. The great basic- 
bone of the North American Continent 
seems to have been broken down on this- 
line, to Jet the Pacific Hail road pass gently- 
over it.
